CASCADE PORTAGE.

the Attorney-Genernl's
apeotion.

Resuly of

A dispateh from Salem to the Ore-
E’Ol‘liﬂ.ﬂ BAVE:

*The delay in operating the portage
railway at The Dalles, and the conten-
tion as to the rights on the part of the
government contractors engaged in dig-
ging the canal, aod of shippers, has de-
manded the consideration of the state
portagé railway commission for some
time,
referred to the attorney-genera! with the
request that bhe make a personsl
spection of the sitnation at the locks
and report upon the rights of the con-
tending parties.

“The attorney-general has made hie
report, and finds that the landings and
nearly all the awitches of the road at
the upper end are on the state's groond.
The only part of the road ccnstraoected by
the government contractors, as reported,
extends from a point opposite an old
stable, down the river, to the govern-
ment cansl, where landinge have been
heretofore made. The rest of
bas been constructed at different times,
@ither by the state or government,

“The attorney-general conclodes his
raport with this statement:

‘I will nut euggest to your honor-
able commission [urther than to say
that there are two ways in which
the state. may .  operale fite road.
The first will be to get the con-
gent of the government contractors to
ran over the line of the road buiit by
themselves, making the landing at the
lower end of the government canal.
Thie can be put 1n eondition with small
oullay in repairing the lower end of the
road. The second will be to operate
over the upper road, making repairs at
the incline, which the superintendent
informs me will cost between $1000 and
$2000. If this apper road is nsed, in my
opinion it may be operated without
hindranece from the government con-
tractors, as the entire line was built by
the state and the United States govern-
ment before the contract was entered
into between the United States and the
governmeant contractors now at work.’ ”’

I deny thatin every or any vot-
ing precinet in said congressional dis-
trict, my friends or any one else who
served as jundges of election, rejected any
baliots with your name marked or desig-
nated in sunch a manner as to clearly
show the inteut of the voter to vole
for 'vou, either upon the pretense
that snch ballote were defective, or
otherwise, As to whether two or
sny of the regular appointed judges in
Toledo precinct, in Coos county, were
able to read or write the Englislr lan-
guage intelligently, or whether they
took the proper oath ot affirmation, Mr.
